We  are  very  far  from  admiring  all  that  Mr.  Beecher 
says  and  does ;  but  in  this  genial  field,  where  he  is 
BO  peculiarly  at  home,  and  where  every  generous 
impulse  of  bis  nature  finds  free  scope,  we  have  no 
impression  but  a  favorable  one.  It  docs  him  credit, 
in  all  respects,  and  to  many  readers,  who  have  as¬ 
sociated  his  name  with  all  sorts  of  extravagance,  it 
will  furnish  an  entirely  new  revelation  of  the  man 
(J.  C.  Derby.) 

Mbmoir  or  Dr.  McLeod.  A  memoir  of  the  late 
Dr.  Alexander  McLeod,  formerly  pastor  of  the  Re¬ 
formed  Presbyterian  church  in  this  city,  was  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Wylie,  of  Philadelphia, 
at  the  request  of  the  Synod,  which  is  now  published 
by  the  present  Rev.  Dr.  McLeod,  of  this  city,  in  a 
large  and  very  handsome  volume.  Dr.  M.  was  one 
of  the  founders  Bf  this  branch  of  Scotch  Presbyteri¬ 
anism  in  this  country,  and  honored  through  a  long 
life,  by  all  denominatioDB,  for  his  great  abilities,  bis 
earnest  piety  and  catholic  spirit.  His  association 
wkk  nearly  all  the  leading  men  of  the  Presbyterian 
and  Dutch  churches,  and  his  prominent  agency  in 
eetablisbing  the  ecclesiastical  and  edncational  insti¬ 
tutions  of  bis  denomination,  make  his  memoir  in 
some  sense  a  church  history  of  bis  time.  Dr.  Wylie 
has  pwtrayed  the  mao  with  skill  and  affection,  and 
depicted  the  times  in  which  be  lived  with  a  minute¬ 
ness  and  fidelity  that  make  the  volume  of  great  and 
universal  interest.  It  reproduces  the  ecclesiastical 
history  of  New-Tork  with  exceeding  particularity, 
and  warms  the  reader’s  heart  with  the  lineaments  of 
a  truly  great  and  good  man.  Like  the  memoirs  of 
Alexander,  it  has  title  to  a  place  in  our  historical 
literature.  (C.  Scribner.) 


Cone  Cut  Corners — is  the  title  of  a  temperance 
story  of  extraordinary  merit.  Its  object  is  to  show 
the  moral  effects  of  the  Maine  Law  in  aiding  the 
efforts  of  self-recovery  of  those  who  have  become 
slaves  to  drinking  habits.  The  plot  is  very  inge- 
nions.  Involving  striking  incidents,  and  several  ex¬ 
ceedingly  sbaip-cnt  and  interesting  characters.  In 
the  oonrso  of  the  story,  the  peculiarities  of  Con¬ 
necticut  history,  character  and  social  life  are  paint¬ 
ed  with  great  vividness,  and  with  an  ingenuity  of 
illustration  which  reveals  both  wit  and  poetry.  Tho 
work  is  one  of  decided  ability,  and  besides  Its  en¬ 
grossing  dramatic  interest,  inculcates  a  great  lesson 
BO  impressively,  and  depicts  the  sorrows  of  tho  suf¬ 
fering  BO  touchingly,  that  tho  reader’s  best  feelings 
are  appealed  to.  We  have  no  idea  who  tho  author 
is,  but  that  he  possesses  tact,  wit  and  an  energetic 
pen,  is  evident  enough.  (Mason  Brothers.) 

TemporalPower  ofthe  Pope.  The  famous  speech 
of  the  Hon.  Mr.  Chandler  in  Congress,  respect¬ 
ing  the  temporal  power  of  the  Pope,  called  forth 
among  a  variety  of  replies,  one  from  the  pen  of  Prof. 
McClintock,  editor  of  tho  Methodist  Quarterly,  which 
has  been  reprinted  in  a  neat  volume.  It  contains 
nine  letters,  in  which  Air.  Chandler’s  singular  a.sser- 
tions  are  placed  in  contrast  with  a  variety  of  the 
best  Catholic  authorities  on  tho  subject.  The  true 
nature  of  tho  Pope’s  prerogative  is  shown  with 
great  learning  and  conclusiveness ;  while  a  spirit  of 
candor  and  civility  pervades  the  discussion,  well 
suited  to  its  gravity,  and  adapted  to  win  the  ear  of 
Catholics  themselves.  The  whole  subject  ispla'-cd 
here  in  an  indisputable  light,  and  Mr.  Chandler’s 
assertion  shown  to  1)e  as  shallow  as  it  was  strange. 
(Carlton  &  Phillips.) 

An  IIistork  ai.  Text-Book  and  Atlas  of  Bildical 
Geography,  by  Rev.  Lyman  Coleman,  U.D.  This  is 
one  of  the  best  helps,  for  the  study  of  Biblical  His¬ 
tory  and  Geography,  which  has  fallen  under  our 

noiioe.  Man^  laiwrar  and  morn  axjiensivo  VOluiUCS, 

traversing  the  same  ground,  have  come  from  the 
press,  within  tho  last  few  years.  To  tho  host  of 
these  Dr.  Coleman  has  amply  acknowledged  bis  in¬ 
debtedness,  and  his  references  will,  wo  doubt  not, 
bring  them  into  wider  notice.  But  just  such  a  con¬ 
cise  text-book  a.s  this  was  wanted  for  general  use. 
The  author’s  object  has  been,  as  ho  tells  un  in  his 
preface,  “  to  allure  the  young  and  as.sist  tliom  in  an 
■  interested  and  intelligent  perusal  of  the  Book  of 
God.”  He  styles  it  a  humble  attempt,  and  has  hap¬ 
pily  succeeded  in  giving  it  such  a  shape,  tliat  it 
may  boused  M&rade  wieoim,  with  almost  t-<iual 
advantage,  not  only  in  tho  Bible  Class  and  Sunday 
School,  but  in  the  Primary  and  Grammar  Schools, 
in  the  College  and  Theological  Seminary.  We 
ventnre  to  add,  that  we  think  no  preacher,  after 
glancing  at  Its  general  plan,  will  fail  of  keeping  it  for 
reference  ui)on  his  study-table.  It  will  save  him, 
first  and  last,  a  great  deal  of  time,  which  without 
some  such  help,  it  would  cost  him  to  look  up  reliable 
geographical  and  statistical  information,  in  his  pre¬ 
parations  for  the  pulpit  and  the  lecture-room.  The 
atlas,  at  the  begiuuing  of  tho  volume,  consists  of 
eight  maps  from  steel  plates,  and  all  the  lines  and 
lettering  are  remarkably  distinct.  This  atlas,  the 
Biblical  student  will  find  invaluable,  transporting 
him  at  once  to  the  lands  of  more  than  classic  re¬ 
nown,  trodden  by  patriarclis,  prophets,  a|>ost1es  and 
Jesus  Christ  himself.  In  one  word,  wo  hazard  no¬ 
thing  in  .saying,  that  with  additional  help  of  the 
CbroDological  Table  and  General  Index,  the  more 
widely  this  work  of  Dr.  Coleman  is  known  and  cir¬ 
culated,  the  more  highly  it  will  bo  valued. 

The  Six  Days  of  Creation  ;  or  the  Scriptural  Vos- 
niology,wUh  the  Ancient  Idea  of  Time  Worlds,  in  ills- 
tinetionfromtcorldsinsjiace.  We  have  in  this  volume 
an  examination  by  Prof.  Lewis,  of  the  Biblical  nar¬ 
rative  of  the  creation.  No  one  who  is  aciiuainted 
with  either  the  author,  or  his  works,  will  need  to 
be  told  that  it  is  executed  with  comi^etent  learning, 
with  vigor  of  reasoning,  and  with  entire  freedom  and 
fearlessness.  His  former  efforts,  in  redated  fields  of 
thought  and  investigation,  have  given  him  a  iiosition 
which  will  prepare  the  public  to  exi>ect  tho  most 
vigorous  treatment  of  a  sulyect  in  which  he  might 
be  supposed  to  feel  an  unusual  interest. 

But  the  work  itself  very  far  surpasses  any  ex¬ 
pectation  we  had  entertained,  either  of  its  ability,  or 
of  its  success,  in  the  discussion  of  its  recondite  theme. 
In  perhaps  tho  most  diflicult  part  of  tlio  field  of 
Biblical  criticism,  and  with  no  aid  from  any  pre¬ 
vious  attempts,  on  which  ho  could  rely.  Prof.  L. 
has  been  compelled  to  iuvestigato  everywhere  for 
himself^  and  be  has  produced  an  elaborate,  t>ro- 
found,  and  original  treatise,  which  does  him  the 
highest  honor,  and  will  bo  of  wide  interest,  and  of 
lasting  value. 

We  have  not  space  for  an  analysis  of  tho  book, 
and  can  therefore  only  point  out  a  few  of  its  leading 
ideas.  Deeming  any  reiiacce  of  the  public  upon 
Bockland  and  Hugh  Miller  but  a  poor  substitute 
for  faith  in  the  Bible  itself,  he  approaches  the  nar¬ 
rative  in  Genesis  with  a  simple  desire  to  ascertain 
Its  literal  meaning.  This  he  would  discover,  cot 
from  tho  modem  conceptions  attached  to  the  lan¬ 
guage  of  the  record,  on  the  one  hand,  nor  from  tho 
modem  accommodation  of  that  language  to  scien¬ 
tific  discovery  on  the  ptlier ;  but  from  a  careful  ex¬ 
amination,  both  of  the  original  Itself,  and  of  the 
haUts  of  thought  and  speech  which  characterized 
Um  men  to  wb^  it  was  primarily  given.  In  prose¬ 
cuting  this  inquiry,  ho  finds  ample_gronc<l  for  con- 
duding  from  the  very  language  of  tho  narrative 
ti»at  it  was  the  cyclical,  or  periodic,  character  of  a 
day,  rather  than  the  length  of  its  duration,  which 
fhmished  the  reason  for  its  selection  to  designate 
the  six  periods  of  the  creative  work — periods  which 
he  deems  to  have  been,  and  to  have  been  conceived 
to  be,ot  indefinite  duration. 

One  of  the  chief  peculiarities  of  the  work  consists 
in  iU  very  elslwrate  analysis  of  tho  habit  of  thought 
which  the  ancient  Hebrew,  and  all  tho  related 
tongues,  alike  preeeut.  He  shows  that  the  idea  of 
a  sodden  creation  out  of  nothlug,  is  wholly  a  modem 
ooDoei>tioD.  No  philosophy,  and  no  religions  system 
of  antiquity,  acknowledged  it,  but  all  accounted  for 
the  universe  by  a  long  proceu  of  growth  or  devel¬ 
opment,  which  is  in  all  these  languages  th^  radical 
idea  of  a  nature — natura.  This  conception  fa.,  ihows 
also  in  the  Hebrew  mind ;  as  is  indicated  by 
•neny  passages  of  the  biblical  pootry.  Tho  criti- 
ctan  which  develops  these  views,  is  both  ingenious 
Bad  profrnmd ;  and  will  be  fonnd  by  every  lover  of 
such  inquiries,  most  suggestive  and  useful,  however 
*■*  ’"■^y  differ  from  the  author  in  bis  results. 


The  work  will  undoubtedly  receive  tLo  careful 
attertion  of  reviewers,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  as 
one  of  the  most  elaborate— nay,  by  far  the  most 
elaborate — attempt  to  rlncidato  a  most  important 
but  most  obscure  portion  of  the  Scripture.  It  is 
a  work  which  few  living  scholars  couM  ha ve  wi  itten ; 
and  which  will  win  for  its  author  a  position  in  the 
very  front  rank  of  the  thinkers  and  scholars  of  our 
age.  Nay,  much  more  than  li.i^,  it  will  obtain  for 
him  the  warmest  thanh.s  of  a  1  who  love  the  Word 
of  God,  for  the  beauty  with  wliich  Le  has  illustrated 
the  darkness,  and  the  power  with  wliicii  he  lias 
vindicated  the  weakness,  that  ages  of  error  and 
ignorance  have  hegott<“n.  (Sclit  nectady ;  O.T.Van 
de  Bogert.) 

Dr.  Cc.MMiNo’s  Works.  The  third  series  of  Dr. 
Cnmming’s  Minor  Works  has  been  issued,  contain¬ 
ing  three  tracts — on  Infant  Salvation,  the  Baptismal 
Font,  and  the  Communion  Tabic.  The  first  is  a 
very  eloquent  and  touching  presentation  of  the 
Scriptural  grounds  of  hope  for  those  wlio  die  in  in¬ 
fancy.  It  is  a  subject  finely  fitted  to  Dr.  Curamlt'g  s 
style ;  and  seldom  has  it  been  set  forth  with  ..lore 
liberality  of  views,  or  pathos  ard  tciiderne.'!.  of  ap¬ 
plication.  The  second  is  a  brief  and  practical  tract 
on  infant  baptism,  with  Ouio  liturgical  aids.  The 
third  is  also  a  very  clear  and  impressive  es-^ay  upon 
the  Lord’s  Supper,  well  adapted  to  prepare  the  be¬ 
liever  for  its  comfortable  and  acceptable  celebration 
They  are  all  good  works.  (Philadelphia;  Lindsay 
&  Blakiston.) 

My  Brother.  Mrs.  Ellis,  formerly  known  as 
Sarah  Sticknoy,  wife  of  the  celebrated  missionary, 
and  a  most  welcome  autlior,  ha.s  issued  a  new  work, 
after  leng  silence,  entitled  “  My  Brotiier ;  the  Man 
of  Many  Friends.”  It  is  a  graceful,  unaffected  home 
story,  of  most  refining  Influence  and  interesting  char¬ 
acter.  As  in  all  her  works,  Mrs.  Ellis  never  loses 
sight  of  the  moral  intent  in  the  dramatic  interest  of 
her  story.  It  is  a  healthful  household  bot.k  for  the 
young,  and  will  make  the  reader  a  friend.  (A.  D.  F. 
Randolph.) 

Brocklesbt’s  Astrono.my.  An  elementary  trea¬ 
tise  on  Astronomy  by  Professor  Brocklesby  of  Trin¬ 
ity  College,  Hartford,  has  been  piibli.shed,  wbich 
strikes  ns  as  very  perspicuons,  methodical  and  ju¬ 
dicious.  It  is  copiously  illustrated  with  diagrams, 
and  brings  the  science  down  to  the  period  of  the 
latest  discoveries.  We  have  made  no  comparisons 
with  other  similar  treatises ;  but  its  system,  fullness 
and  scholarship  are  very  obvious,  and  render  it  a 
work  of  unquestionable  merit.  (Farmer,  Brace  A 
Co.) 

The  Brief  Re.marker — tho  venerable  work  of 
Ezra  Sampson,  once  the  famous  Federalist  editor 
of  the  IlndsoD  Balance,  which  was  broken  up  by 
the  prosecutions  of  Jefferson  for  its  plainness  of 
speech,  has  been  very  neatly  reproduced  for  our 
day.  We  thought  it,  years  ago,  one  of  tho  pleasant¬ 
est  and  most  suggestive  moral  essays  we  ever  read  ; 
and  still  think  that  it  has  liaidly  a  superior  in  its 
way.  It  is  entitled  the  Brief  Remarker  on  the

TO  GET  THE  REAL  FLAVOR  OF  COFFEE. 

In  Kingston’s  “  Forest  Life  in  Ceylon,”  are  the 
following  hints  on  the  preparation  of  coffee,  de¬ 
rived  from  long  experience :  “  The  subtle  aroma 
wbich  resides  in  the  essential  oil  of  the  coffee,  is 
gradually  dissipated  after  roasting,  and  of  course 
still  more  after  being  ground.  In  order  to  enjoy 
the  full  flavor  in  perfection  the  berry  should  pass 
at  once  from  the  roasting  pan  to  the  mill,  and 
thence  to  the  coffee  pot ;  and  again,  after  having 
been  made  should  bo  mixed  at  a  boiling  heat 
with  the  hot  milk.  It  must  lie  bad  coffee,  indeed, 
which,  if  these  precautions  be  taken,  will  not  af¬ 
ford  an  agreeable  and  exhilarating  drink.  Two 
great  evils  are  constantly  perpetrated  in  England 
in  its  preparation,  which  are  more  guarded  against 
in  all  other  countries,  and  which  materially  im¬ 
pair  its  flavor  and  strength — keeping  the  coffee  a 
considerable  time  after  roasting  or  grinding,  by 
which  its  strength  is  considerably  diminished,  and 
mixing  tho  milk  with  it  after  it  has  been  allowed 
partially  to  cool.”

Revived  by  inhaling  tlie  pure  atmosphere  of  my 
native  New-England,  and  re.storcd  to  the  ordinary 
use  of  my  faculties,  I  would  acknowledge  with 
gratitude  the  prc«eivati"n  of  iny  respiratory 
organs  from  the  vitiated  element  of  New-Yoik. 
Bad  influences  which  arc  abroad  in  the  very  air. 
and  which  are  glatit  gly  apparent  to  a  stranger, 
may  be  scarcely  noticed  by  those  who  are  accus¬ 
tomed  to  the  noxii'us  vapois.  In  a  recent  visit 
to  New-York.  I  observed  a  change  for  the  worse 
within  a  few  years.  I  refer  to  the  poison  im¬ 
bibed  in  your  streets  with  every  respiration — the 
fetid,  polluting  odor  of  tobacco  smoko.  It  might 
seem  that  many  of  your  citizens  were  c  intending 
for  pre-eminence  in  rendering  the  atmosphere 
unfit  for  respiration,  and  themselves  personally 
disgusting.

And  I  said,  if  a  nuisance  there  bo  in  the  world, 

'Tis  smoking  cigars  in  a  frequented  street. 

’Twas  night,  and  the  ladies  were  gliding  around, 

And  in  many  an  eye  shone  the  glittering  tear; 

But  the  loafer  puffed  on,  and  I  heard  not  a  sound. 

Save  the  short  hacking  cough  of  each  smoke  smitte  n  dear.” 

Tho  fumes  of  tobacco  saturate  the  habiliments 
of  the  smoker,  with  an  offensive,  mephitic  cllluvis. 
so  overpowering  as  to  force  a  cleanly  man  who 
would  eschew  personal  defilement,  to  take  the 
windward  of  him  in  every  possible  situation. 
At  church,  I  was  so  greatly  annoyed  by  its  sick¬ 
ening  power  exhaled  from  one  in  an  adjoining 
slip,  as  to  constrain  mo  to  stretch  away  my  body 
to  its  greatest  extent.  When  perambulating 
your  streets,  in  convulsive  respiration  gasping 
like  a  fish  thrown  out  of  his  clement.  I  was  at 
times  brought  to  a  dead  stand.  And  when  to 
escape  the  deleterious  influence  of  a  i!ia«s  of  the 
suflbeating,  stupifying  vapor,  at  the  hazard  of 
cracking  my  toes  I  made  a  spasmodic  plunge,  I 
was  exposed  to  strangulation  in  the  confluent 
angle  of  the  emission  from  many  smoking  craters.

It  wotild  be  idle 
to  expact  that  those  who  retain  tilth  in  their 
mouths,  would  hoed  the  mud  and  dirt  on  their 
feet.  A  decree  of  banishment  rigidly  enforced 
upon  your  smokers,  and  my  word  for  it,  clean 
streets  would  follow.  Send  the  oflenders  to 
Boston,  and  I  shall  hojto  again  to  visit  your 
thronged  streets  with  satisfactitn.

THE  CARE  OF  THE  EYES. 

First,  never  use  a  writing-desk  or  table  with 
your  face  towards  a  window.  In  such  case  the 
rays  of  light  come  directly  upon  the  pupil  ofthe 
eyes,  and  causing  an  unnatural  and  forced  con¬ 
traction  thereof,  soon  jiermanently  injure  the 
sight.  Next,  when  your  table  or  desk  is  near  a 
window,  sit  so  th.at  your  face  turns  from,  not 
towards,  the  window  while  you  are  writing.  If 
your  face  i.s  towards  the  window,  the  oblique 
rays  strike  the  eye  and  ii  jure  it  nearly  as  much 
as  the  direct  rays  when  you  sit  in  front  of  the 
window.  It  is  best  always  to  sit  or  stand  while 
reading  or  writing  with  the  window  behind  you; 
and  next  to  that  with  the  light  coming  over  your 
left  side :  then  the  light  illumines  the  paper  or 
book,  and  does  not  shine  abruptly  upon  the  eye¬ 
ball. 

The  same  remarks  are  applicable  to  artificial 
light.  )Ve  are  often  asked  what  is  the  best 
light — gas,  candles,  oil,  or  camphi  no  ?  Our  an¬ 
swer  is.  it  is  immaterial  whicli.  provided  the  light 
of  either  be  strong  enough,  and  do  not  flicker.  .\ 
gas  tish-tail  burner  should  never  lie  used  for 
reading  or  writing.  btcAu^c  there  is  a  constant 
oscillation  or  flickering  of  the  flame.  Candles, 
unless  they  have  sclf-eonsiuning  wicks,  which  do 
not  require  snufling,  should  not  I'C  used.  We 
need  scarcely  say  that  oil  wicks,  which  crust  over 
and  thus  diminish  the  light,  are  good  for  nothing; 
and  the  same  is  true  of  compounds  r)f  the  nature 
of  camphene,  unle.ss  the  wick'<  are  properly 
trimmed  of  all  their  gummy  depo.*it  after  stand¬ 
ing  twenty- four  hours. 

But.  whatever  the  artificial  light  used,  let  it 
strike  the  paper  or  book  whicli  you  are  using, 
whenever  you  can  from  over  the  left  shoulder. 
This  can  always  be  d  -ne  with  gas.  for  that  light 
is  strong  enough,  and  so  is  iIjc  bght  from  cam¬ 
phene,  oil,  etc.  provided  it  comes  through  a  cir¬ 
cular  burner  like  the  Htgaml.  But  the  light,  what¬ 
ever  it  be.  should  always  be  protected  from  the 
air  in  the  room  by  a  glass  chimney,  so  that  the 
light  may  be  steady.
